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Located  in  southwestern  Montana,  Silver  Bow  County  is  Montana's 
seventh  most  populous  with  33,94 1  residents,  according  to  the  1 990  Cen- 
sus. The  county  of  Silver  Bow  and  the  city  of  Butte  are  consolidated 
under  an  elected  executive  form  of  government. 

Butte,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  fourth  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  33,252.  Nicknamed  the  "Mining  City,"  Butte  is  rich  in  mining  re- 
sources. Residents  have  endured  harsh  economic  times  and  earned  the 
nickname  the  "Can  Do  City"  by  building  a  stronger  local  economy  and 
soliciting  new  businesses  to  the  area.    The  city  is  also  a  major  transporta- 
tion, manufacturing  and  utility  center. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1881  and  may  have  been 
named  after  Silver  Bow  Creek,  where  according  to  legend,  "three  prospec- 
tors saw  a  shaft  of  sun  shining  on  the  creek." 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Silver 
Bow  County  households  in  1 989  was  $2 1 ,2 1 6.  The  county  is  7 1 9  square 
miles  in  area;  718.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  less  than  0.665  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Great  Falls  Weather  Service,  the  average  daily  low  in  Butte  in  January 
between  1961  and  1990  was  5.0  degrees  above  zero  and  average  January 
snowfall  8.4  inches.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  was  80.1  above  zero. 
The  average  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  7.24  inches 
and  the  growing  season  was  from  May  1 1  to  Sept.  25.
